Dear Sir: 

Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(a), the Applicants respectfully request the Office to allow the 
signing inventors Mr. Gregory Dils ("Mr. Dils"), Mr. Nik Neymer ("Mr. Neymeyer"), Mr. Tracy Meade 
("Mr. Meade"), Mr. Dennis Essenmacher ("Mr. Essenmacher"), and Ms. Rebecca Lohr ("Ms. Lohr") 
make application on behalf of themselves and co-inventor Mr. Michael Kapolka ("Mr. Kapolka"), Mr. 
Sam Chang ("Mr. Chang"), Mr. Brian Crull ("Mr. Crull"), Mr. Kevin William ("Mr. Williams"), Mr. Andrew 
Smith ("Mr. Smith"), and Mr. Hassanayn Machlab El-Hajj ("Mr. Machlab El-Hajj") who refuse to join the 
above-listed application. 

In support of this Petition, I, Julian F. Santos, declare as follows with respect to U.S. Patent 
Application Serial No. 10/823,271 ("present Application"), entitled "Vehicle Interactive System" I am 
an attorney at the law firm McDonnell, Boehnen, Hulbert and Berghoff LLP ("MBHB"), and an outside 
counsel representative for Applicant, NNT, Inc. I have personal knowledge of the following facts, and 
if called to testify, I would and could testify competently to the matters set forth herein. 
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1. On April 12, 2004, MBHB filed a utility patent application entitled "Vehicle-Interactive 
System," now assigned the aforementioned Application Serial No. 10/823,271 at the 
request of NNT, Inc., a subsidiary of Snap-on Incorporated and a Wisconsin corporation, 
having a place of business at 2329 East Walton Blvd. Auburn Hills, Ml 48326. A copy of 
the filing receipt for the present application is attached hereto as Exhibit A. 

2. As noted, Ms. Lohr and Messrs. Smith, Dils, Machlab El-Hajj, Neymeyer, Meade, 
Essenmacher, Kapolka, Chang, Crull and Williams are named as joint inventors 
("inventors") on the present Application. 

3. On June 25, 2004, the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office mailed a Notice to File Missing 
Parts of Nonprovisional Application for the above-referenced patent application, 
requesting submission of a signed Declaration (see Exhibit "B"). 

4. On August 6, 2004 , MBHB forwarded to each of the inventors a package that included a 
copy of the filed application; a copy of a combined declaration and power of attorney; a 
copy of an assignment assigning to Snap-on Incorporated (the parent company of NNT, 
Inc.), its successors and assigns, the entire right, title and interest in the invention (or 
improvements of the undersigned disclosed in the application), and a instruction letter 
requesting review of the application and execution of the combined declaration and power 
of attorney and assignment by all named inventors. Unfortunately, Mr. Williams name was 
inadvertently left off the combined declaration and power of attorney and Assignment. On 
October 28, 2004, this defect was discovered and a new combined declaration and 
power of attorney and assignment were drafted. 

5. On October 29, 2004, MBHB forwarded to each of the inventors an updated package that 
included a copy of the filed application; a copy of the new Combined Declaration and 
Power of Attorney ("DPOA"); a copy of an new Assignment assigning to Snap-on 
Incorporated (the parent company of NNT), its successors and assigns, the entire right, 
title and interest in the invention (or improvements of the undersigned disclosed in the 
Application), and a instruction letter requesting review of the application and execution of 
the new DPOA and new Assignment by all named inventors. Copies of the letters to each 
of the inventors are attached hereto as Exhibit C. 
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6. Ms. Lohr and Messrs. Dils, Neymeyer, Meade, and Essenmacher have since executed and 
returned the DPOA. A copy of the executed Declaration and Power of Attorney is 
attached hereto as Exhibit D. 

7. While Mr. Lohr has not returned an executed Assignment, Messrs. Dils, Neymeyer, 
Meade, and Essenmacher have each executed and returned the Assignment. A copy the 
Assignment executed by is attached hereto as Exhibit E. 

8. Mr. Smith executed an Employee Agreement between himself and Snap-on Incorporated, 
which requires Mr. Smith to assign to Snap-on Diagnostics and its successors and its 
assigns all inventions, improvements and discoveries relating to Snap-on Diagnostic's 
businesses or especially adapted for use in connection with Snap-on Diagnostic's 
businesses, made by him during his employment with Snap-on Diagnostics and within six 
months after termination of his employment with Snap-on Diagnostics. The Employee 
Agreement, which was in effect at the filing of the present application, also states that Mr. 
Smith agrees to assist Snap-on Diagnostics in obtaining, for its benefit patents in any and 
all countries, on such inventions, improvements and discoveries, including the prompt 
execution of applications for the patents and assignments thereof. A copy of the 
Employment Agreement between Snap-on Incorporated and Andrew Smith is attached 
hereto as Exhibit F. 

9. To date, however, Messrs. Smith, Machlab El-Hajj, Kapolka, Chang, Crull and Williams 
have not executed and returned to MBHB or NNT, Inc. the DPOA or the Assignment for 
the present Application. 

10. The present application claims the benefit of United States Provisional Application No. 
60/462,583 ("583 application"), entitled "Vehicle Interactive System." 

11. Ms. Lohr and Messrs. Kapolka, Chang, Williams, Crull, Essenmacher, Meade, Smith, Dils, 
Machlab El-Hajj, and Neymeyer are named inventors on the '583 application. A copy of 
the USPTO-stamped transmittal of the '583 application is attached hereto as Exhibit G. 

12. In addition to claiming the benefit of '583 application, the present application is a 
continuation-in-part of and claims priority to United States Patent Application Serial No. 
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10/358,637 ("'637 application"), which, in turn, claims priority to United States 
Provisional Patent Application Serial No. 60/354,673 ("'673 application"). 

13. Ms. Lohr and Messrs. Kapolka, Chang, Williams, Crull, Essenmacher, and Meade are 
named inventors on the '637 application. A copy of the filing receipt for the '637 
application is attached hereto as Exhibit H. 

14. The '637 application has been accorded Rule 1.47(a) status to allow the signing inventors 
to proceed with the '637 application on behalf of themselves and the non-signing inventor, 
namely Mr. Chang. A copy of the Decision Granting Status under Rule 1.47 is attached 
hereto as Exhibit I. A copy of the petition under Rule 1.47(a) is available on request. 

15. Messrs. Kapolka, Crull, Chang, Williams, and Essenmacher are named inventors on the 
'673 application. 

16. Messrs. Kapolka, Crull, Chang, Williams, and Essenmacher executed an assignment and 
agreement for the invention to which the '673 and the present application is directed. In 
the executed assignment and agreement, they: 

a. sold, assigned and transferred to WPI Micro Processor Systems, Inc., 6405 
Nineteen Mile Road, Sterling Heights, Ml 48314 as assignee, and its successors, 
assigns and legal representatives, the entire right, title and interest, for all 
countries in and to certain inventions relating to VEHICLE-INTERACTIVE SYSTEM 
described in an application for Letters Patent of the United States, filed as U.S. 
Serial No. 60/354,673 on February 5, 2002 and all the rights and privileges 
under any and all Letters Patent that may be granted therefore; 

b. requested that any and all patents for said inventions be issued to said assignee, 
its successors, assigns and legal representatives, or to such nominees as it may 
designate; 

c. agreed that, when requested, they will, without charge to said assignee but at its 
expense, sign all papers, take all rightful oaths, and do all acts which may be 
necessary, desirable or convenient for securing and maintaining patents for said 
inventions in any and all countries and for vesting title thereto in said assignee, its 
successors, assigns and legal representatives or nominees; and 
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d. authorized and empowered said assignee, its successors, assigns and legal 
representatives or nominees, to invoke and claim for any application for patent or 
other form of protection for said inventions filed by it or them, the benefit of the 
right of priority provided by the International Convention for the Protection of 
Industrial Property, as amended, or by any convention which may henceforth be 
substituted for it, and to invoke and claim such right of priority without further 
written or oral authorization from us. 

A true and accurate copy of this assignment and agreement is attached hereto as 



17. NEXIQ Technologies, Inc. (and its subsidiaries) filed "Chapter 11" bankruptcy petitions on 
October 12, 2002, during the pendency of the '673 application, for which the '637 and 
the present applications claim priority. 

18. During the bankruptcy proceedings and pursuant to a purchase agreement, NEXIQ 
Technologies, Inc. (the parent company of WPI Micro Processor Systems, Inc.) assigned 
all right, title and interest in the present invention to NNT, Inc. on December 20, 2002 as 
evidenced by the attached assignment in Exhibit K. Other companies purchased the 
remaining Intellectual Property of NEXIQ Technologies, Inc. Consequently, NEXIQ 
Technologies, Inc. no longer exists as a corporation and was not merged into NNT, Inc. 

19. Ms. Lohr and Messrs. Kapolka, Williams, Crull, Essenmacher, and Meade have executed a 
declaration and power of attorney for the '637 application as shown in Exhibit L. To date, 
however, Mr Chang has not executed a declaration and power of attorney for the '637 
application. 

20. Messrs. Kapolka, Crull, Essenmacher, and Meade have executed a second Assignment 
assigning to NNT, Inc. all their right, title and interest in the present invention as set forth 
in the '637 application and any other application filed thereon. A copy of this Assignment 
is attached hereto as Exhibit M. 

21. Upon information and belief formed through review of the Application file and 
communication with personnel at NNT and Snap-on Incorporated, I learned that the last

22. Messrs. Machlab El-Hajj, Kapolka, Chang, Crull, and Williams no longer work for WPI Micro 
Processor Systems, Inc. or NEXIQ Technologies, Inc. and have never worked for NNT, 
Inc. 

23. Mr. Smith no longer works for WPI Micro Processor Systems, Inc. NEXIQ Technologies, 
Inc., NNT, Inc. and/or Snap-on Incorporated. 

24. As noted, I sent on October 29, 2004 the package via Federal Express (hereinafter 
"FedEx") to Mr. Smith at 117 Crandall Court NE, Cedar Rapids, IA 52402. The FedEx 
Tracking Information showing that the package was delivered on November 1, 2004 and 
signed for by "J. Smith" is attached hereto as Exhibit N. 

25. On November 3, 2004, 1 held a teleconference with Mr. Smith to discuss the execution of 
the DPOA and Assignment for this Application (and for other applications for NNT, Inc.). 
Despite the terms of the Employment Agreement, Mr. Smith indicated that he would not 
be executing and/or returning any more paperwork for this Application or any other 
application for NNT, Inc. 
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26. With respect to obtaining from Mr. Machlab El-Hajj an executed DPOA and Assignment, I 
sent the package via FedEx to him at 2680 Glen Hollow Court, Coralville, IA 52241 on 
October 29, 2004. The FedEx Tracking Information showing that the package was 
delivered on November 2, 2004 and signed for by "A. Machlab" is attached hereto in 
Exhibit N. 

27. Mr. Machlab El-Hajj had executed and returned the declaration and power of attorney and 
assignment that did not list Mr. Williams as an inventor. 

28. On November 3, 2004, 1 held a teleconference with Mr. Machlab El-Hajj to discuss the 
execution of the DPOA and Assignment for this Application (and for other applications for 
NNT, Inc.). Mr. Machlab El-Hajj stated that he intended to execute the DPOA and 
Assignment for this Application (and for other applications for NNT, Inc.). 

29. On December 20, 2004, 1 contacted Mr. Machlab El-Hajj via e-mail to again request 
execution and return of the DPOA and Assignment for this Application. A copy of the e- 
mail is attached hereto as Exhibit 0. 

30. To date, Mr. Machlab El-Hajj has not signed and returned to MBHB or NNT, Inc. the 
combined DPOA and/or Assignment for the present Application. 

31. With respect to obtaining from Mr. Kapolka an executed DPOA and Assignment, I sent the 
package via FedEx to him at 4858 Sunderland Rd., Sterling Heights, Ml 48314 on 
October 29, 2004. The FedEx Tracking Information showing that the package was 
delivered on November 2, 2004 and signed for by "M Kapolka" is attached hereto in 
Exhibit N. 

32. Mr. Kapolka has previously indicated that he would not execute any paperwork for NNT, 
Inc. The fact supporting this are: 

a. During a conversation on May 20, 2003 regarding the '637 application and other 
cases related to the present Application, Mr. Kapolka mentioned to me that, 
although he signed the paperwork for the '637 application, he would not continue 
to sign paperwork for NNT, Inc. because he (i) no longer works for NEXIQ 
Technologies, Inc. or WPI Micro Processor Systems, Inc., and (ii) he has already 
assigned to WPI Micro Processor Systems, Inc. and/or NEXIQ Technologies, Inc. 
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all his right, title and interest in this and other inventions. Mr. Kapolka made such 
statements despite previously agreeing to the contrary in the assignment and 
agreement shown in Exhibit J. 

b. Mr. Kapolka has accepted the mailings. Yet, to date, Mr. Kapolka has not 
executed and returned this paperwork to MBHB or NNT, Inc. 

33. With respect to obtaining from Mr. Chang an executed DPOA and Assignment, I sent the 
package via FedEx to him at 6926 Alden Dr., West Bloomfield, Ml 48324 on October 29, 
2004. The FedEx Tracking Information showing that the package was delivered on 
November 1, 2004 is attached hereto in Exhibit N. Mr. Chang has authorized a signature 
release so that FedEx packages delivered to him are deemed signed, and thus, the FedEx 
Tracking Information shows that the package was delivered in accordance with the 
signature release. 

34. Like Mr. Kapolka, Mr. Chang has previously indicated that he would not execute any 
paperwork for NNT, Inc. The facts supporting this are: 

a. I telephoned Mr. Chang on April 9, 2003, May 20, 2003, July 25, 2003, August 
20, 2003, and again on August 21, 2003 to attempt to get him to execute a 
Declaration and Power of Attorney and Assignment for the '637 application. 

b. On the first call, there was no answer on after at least 10 rings. 

c. On the second call, I spoke with someone (female) at the residence and requested 
Mr. Chang to return the call. Mr. Chang did not return the call. 

d. On the third call, I actually spoke with Mr. Chang. Mr. Chang said to me that he 
would not sign any papers for any application for NNT, Inc, despite agreeing to 
the contrary in the assignment and agreement shown in Exhibit J. 

e. On Wednesday, August 20, 2003, and on Thursday, August 21, 2003, before 
preparing a petition under Rule 1.47(a) for the '637 application, I again telephoned 
Mr. Chang's home and left messages requesting that Mr. Chang return my calls to 
confirm that he would not sign the paperwork. Mr. Chang has not returned my 
telephone calls, and those answering the phone at his residence gave 
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unresponsive answers when asked when Mr. Chang will be available to discuss 
these matters. 

f. On several other occasions, I sent to Mr. Chang similar packages for U.S. Patent 
Applications, including serial nos. 10/823,804 and 10/344,976, and Mr. Chang 
has refused the packages causing the courier to return the packages to MBHB. 

g. Like the other applications, Mr. Chang has not signed and returned to MBHB or 
NNT, Inc. the combined Declaration and Power of Attorney or any other 
paperwork for the present Application. 

35. With respect to obtaining from Mr. Crull an executed DPOA and Assignment, I sent the 
package via FedEx to him at 5514 Oak Park Drive, Clarkston, Ml 48346 on October 29, 
2004. The FedEx Tracking Information showing that the package was delivered on 
November 2, 2004 and signed for by "S. Kruir is attached hereto in Exhibit N. 

36. Mr. Crull has previously indicated that he would not execute any paperwork for NNT, Inc. 
The facts supporting this are: 

a. On several other occasions, I sent to Mr. Crull similar packages for U.S. Patent 
Applications, including serial nos. 10/823,271 and 10/344,976. While Mr. Crull 
has accepted the packages, and executed the earlier application, namely, serial 
no. 10/344,976, he has refused to return any executed paperwork to MBHB or 
NNT, Inc for the more recently sent packages. 

b. To date, Mr. Crull has not signed and returned to MBHB or NNT, Inc. the

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39. Since Messrs. Smith, Machlab El-Hajj, Kapolka, Chang, Crull, and Williams have not signed 
and returned the combined DPOA, the combined DPOA shown in Exhibit D includes empty 
signature blocks for Messrs. Smith, Machlab El-Hajj, Kapolka, Chang, Crull, and Williams. 
The Applicants believe that this satisfies the requirement of 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(a) that all 
the available joint inventors must (1) make oath or declaration on their own behalf as 
required by 37 CFR§§ 1.63 or 1.175 and (2) make oath or declaration on behalf of the 
nonsigning joint inventor as required by 37 CFR § 1.64. See M.P.E.P § 409.03(a)(A), 
which states "An oath or declaration signed by all the available joint inventors with the 
signature block of the nonsigning inventor(s) left blank may be treated as having been 
signed by all the available joint inventors on behalf of the nonsigning inventor(s), unless 
otherwise indicated." 

40. NNT, Inc. will suffer irreparable harm if not allowed to apply for a patent for the above- 
listed Application because that the United States Patent and Trademark Office will 
otherwise hold the present Application abandoned without an executed Oath or 
Declaration. 

41. 1 hereby declare that all statements made herein are of my own knowledge are true and 
that all statements made on information and belief are believed to be true; and further 
that these statements were made with the knowledge that willful false statements and the 
like so made under penalty of perjury and that such willful false statements may 
jeopardize the validity of the specification or any patent issued thereon, and that this 
affidavit was executed on the 22 day of December 2004 in Chicago, Illinois, United States 
of America.
